Germany Notifies Sweden of Plan to 
Use Aland Islands. 


STOCKHOLM, March 4 (By A. 
P.).—German troops will be sent into 
Finland at the request of the Fin- 
nish Government to suppress the 
revolution which is in _ progress 
there, according to an official state- 
ment issued here, which says: 

“The German Minister at Stock- 
holm, acting under instructions from 
his Government, has informed § the 
Swedish Minister of Foreign Affairs 
that Germany intended to send, at 
the request of the Finnish Gédvern- 
ment, troops into Finland to sup- 
press the revolution. These troops, 
by the consent of Finland, would in 
the course of their operations make 
use of the Aland Islands. Germany 
would agree to confine herself to 
making use of these islands to or- 
ganize there a necessary halting 
place for the military expedition into 
Finland. 

“Assurances also are given that 
Germany has no territorial interest 
whatever in the islands and that the 
question of the Alands ought to be 
settled in close agreement with this 
country.

AMERICAN HOSPITAL 
TRAIN A SUCCESS 


|Khaki-Colored String of 16 Cars 
Carries , Wounded to Base 
Hospital for Recuperation.

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 


IN FRANCE, March 4.—The first of 
the big American hospital trains de 
luxe has been used for the first time 
at the front and has proved an un- 
qualified success. It is a khaki-col- 
ored train of 16 cars made in En- 
gland. It is equipped with an oper- 
ating room, a pharmacy, a kitchen, 
and 10 ward cars. Every comfort of 
a first-class hospital is provided. 

The train transported its first load 
of American wounded the other day 
from the evacuation hospital to the 
base hospital for recuperation. These 
wounded were removed from the 
field hospital to the evacuation hos- 
pital after the first hospital had 
been bombed, but bombs also fell 
near the evacuation hospital and it 
was decided to take the wounded far- 
ther to the rear. 

The patients traveled in the great- 
est comfort. These and other 
wounded will soon receive the first 
American gold wounded stripes. The 
awarding of these stripes will be 
hastened. The rules governing the 
distribution of service stripes also 
have been drawn up. One stripe 
will be conferred for each six months 
of service at the front. This may 
exclude some troops training farther 
west. 

The train was one of 10 built in 
England and which have been or- 
dered for France. It consists of 57- 
foot steel, vestibuled, steam-heated 
and electric-lighted cars. They are 
painted in khaki green with “U. 8.” 
in red letters in the centers of mal- 
tese crosses on red backgrounds at 
the ends. 

Nine of the cars contain wards each 
with 36 beds, arranged in three tiers. 
The other cars are used for stores, 

rsonnel kitchen, pharmacy and 
Be vical dressing room for sitting 
patients, officers, staff officers and 
nurses. One of the cars contains the 
infectious wards. It is expected that 
the train will be operated regularly 
henceforth. 

So far as known there has only 
been one additional recommendg- 
tion for a new decoration. The man 
cited is an officer who last Novem- 
ber rescued a wounded man from 
No Man’s Land in the Arfacourt re- 
gion. 


LAW MAKING OWNERS LIABLE 
WITH SALOON KEEPERS UPHELD 


U. S. Supreme Court Sustains Illinois 

Act Covering Loss of Support to 

a Wife or Child. 

WASHINGTON, March 4 (By A. 
F.).—Validity of the section of the 
Illinois dramshop act makirg saloon 
property owners as well as saloon 
proprietors liable for liquor sold, 
causing loss of support to a wife 
or family, was upheld today by the 
Supreme Court. 

A recent case in East St. Louis 
under this law was that of a man 
who fell and fractured a leg after 
having become intoxicated in a sa- 
ioon. His wife recovered joint dam- 


ages from the saloon keeper and the 


owner of the building. 

Another suit brought under the 
law was that instituted by a woman 
whose husband was shot and killed 
by a drunken man. She sued the 
caloon keeper and landlord of the 
place where the slayer bought the 
liquor. 


“CALL RULE” FOR GRAIN UPHELD 


Supreme Court Finds Practice Not 
in Restraint of Trade. 
WASHINGTON, March 4 (By A. 
P.).—The “Call rule’ for grain ‘“‘to 
arrive,” established in 1906 by the 
Chicago Board of Trade, was held by 
the Supreme Court today not to be 
in restraint of trade under the anti- 

trust law. 

Injunctions issued by Federal 
Judge Landis restraining the rule's 
operations were set aside. Board of- 
ficials contended the rule increased 
instead of decreased competition and 
prevented monopoly, but it was abro- 
gated after the Government's suit 
was filed in 1913.

“Australian troops entered Ger- 
man trenches near Warneton 


and destroying several dugouts, 
brought back 11 prisoners and a ma- 
| chine gun, 

“Other successful raids were car- 
ried out by Australian troops in the 
neighborhood of Gapaard, east of 
Messines and south of Hollebeke. 
Prisoners were taken by us in each 
case and another machine gun was 
captured. 

“North-Middlesex troops raided 
the enemy’s positions north of Pas- 
schendaele and captured several pris- 
oners. 

“Our casualties in these raids were 
light. Our troops also entered the 
German lines at several other points, 
in each case reaching the objectives, 
but without securing prisoners as the 
enemy’s garrisons had withdrawn. 

“A raid attempted by the enemy 
south of St. Quentin was repulsed, 
leaving a few prisoners in our hands. 

“Shortly before dawn this morn- 
ing the enemy’s artillery developed 
considerable activity in the Lens sec- 
tor.” 

Several German raids were at- 
tempted against the British lines 
Saturday night but none of them 
met with success. The British took 
prisoners from the Germans in these 
encounters and for their part suc- 
cessfully raided German trenches 
near Armentieres.

Germans Attempted Ten Large Raids 
in Two Nights. 

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, March 3 (By A. P.).— 
Not only has the German infantry 
been showing more activity on this 
front, but the artillery also has 
been doing very heavy gunning and 
putting down a large number of gas 
shells along with occasional barrages. 
German prisoners report that all 
leave for both officers and men has 
been canceled for an indefinite pe- 
riod. 

The storm troops undoubtedly are 
being held in readiness by the Ger- 
mans and stories still continue about 
the intended employment of tanks 
against the British. But the Brit- 
ish are ready for anything and are 
awaiting the future with great 
cheerfulness and optimism. The 
correspondent covered many miles 
of the British lines recently and last 
night slept in the forward trenches 
in ah important sector. The spirit 
which prevails among the officers 
and men may well be summed up 
by the remark of the commanding 
officer of a battalion last night: 

“The Boche certainly won't break 
through on this part of the line and 
we will give him something to think 
about if he does attack. Our prepa- 
rations are as nearly complete as we 
know how to make them.” 


Intensive Preparations Made. 

This officer was not speaking idly. 
for here, as elsewhere the British 
have been making intensive prepara- 
tions both for defensive and offen- 
sive operations. From the coast toa 
point well below St. Quentin the Brit- 
ish have long been working industri- 
ously to perfect their already magni- 
ficent system. The Germans recent- 
ly have been sending a large number 
of propaganda balloons over the 
British lines in an attempt to spread 
disaffection among the allied troops. 
The general gist of the pamphlets & 
a plea that the British quit fighting 
and desert to the German side.

WASHINGTON, March 4 (By A. 
P.).—Passenger train schedules be- 
tween Chicago and St. Louis were 
ordered rearranged today by Direc- 
tor-General McAdoo to reduce from 
15 to 9 the number of trains daily 

each way, effective March 17.

COMPENSATION OF RAILROADS 


Conferees Reach Agreement on 
Amount While Under U. 8S. Control. 

WASHINGTON, March 4 (By A. 
P.).—Agreement on compensation of 
railroads while under Government 
control, based upon the average of 
their net income for the three years 
ending June 30 last and substantial- 
ly in the form approved by the Sen- 
ate, was reached today by the con- 
ferees on the administration rail- 
road bill. 

The House conferees adopted the 
Senate provision. providing that no 
allowance shall be made for money 
spent on improvements during the 
last few months preceding Federal 
control: This would reduce the com- 
pensation about $6,500,000 annually. 
Subject to final approval, the Sen- 
ate conferees agreed to include all 
short iine railroads under the act in-

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AMERICAN PATROL 
OF 13 LOST IN 
GERMAN ATTACK 


Searchers on Chemin des 
Dames Find One Man 
Who Had Been Killed; 
Others Believed to Have 
Been Taken Prisoners. 


Brisk Fighting After Suf- 
fering Heavy Casualties— 
Shock Troops Participated. 


Germans Fire 2000 Shells in 
Day on Toul Sector — 
Slain Officer Had Com- 
plete Map of U. S. Lines. 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Sunday, March 3 (By 
A. P.).—vVolunteers ffom American 
units along the Chemin des Dames 
searched No Man's Land in a rain 
of machine gun bullets for 13 miss- 
ing of a patrol party, but did not 
find any trace of them except one 
man who had been killed. It is cer- 
tain the Germans obtained prisoners 
from this patrol. No prisoners were 


taken from the American trenches. 

Details of the German § attack 
which failed completely to reach the 
trenches, are now available. Ameri- 
can artillerymen laid down a bar- 
rage fire as soon as the Germans 
started theirs. It is known that three 
companies of especially trained 
“shock” troops, which had been 
practicing for this operation for two 
weeks, took part in the attack. Bach 
company was preceded by a picked 
party of 20 pioneers. . 

The fighting was brisk for about 
an hour, but the accurate machine 
gun and rifle fire from the American 
front Iines, coupled with the perfect 
American barrage which prevented 
reinforcements from coming up, 
forced the Germans to withdraw aft- 
er suffering heavyq casualties and 
without having set foot in the 
American trenches. 

Third Search Without Success. 

Soon after the attack was over a 
young Lieutenant commanding a 
platoon, members of which com- 
posed the patrolling party which had 
gone into No Man's Land, went out 
to find them, but without result. He 
returned to his trench and asked for 
a voluntary detail. Every man in 
the platoon volunteered, but the 
Lieutenant picked out & srfall party’ 
to return, however, when the Ger- 
man fire became increasingly heavy. 
The Lieutenant and a detail made 
a third search just before dawn, but 
without success. All the missing men 
came from New England. | 

The American General comman4- 
ing the unit on this front said the 
men were eager for action and were 
continually asking permission to re- 
main in the front line longer than 
the allotted period. It has been 
found necessary to caution them 
frequently against exposing them- 
selves. They are tempted to peer 
over the top in the daytime and go 
over at night in the hope of “start- 
ing something.” 

Proud of Americans. 

The French General who trained 
these troops is proud of the showing 
they are making while completing 
their period of instruction. An 
American Captain said: *‘They called 
us tin soldiers in America less than 
a year ago, but | guess we are de- 
livering the goods just the same.” 

Between 600 and 1500 gas shells 
are thrown on the American posi- 
tions on the Chemifi Des Dames 
front each day, but there have beén 
no serious gas casualties there. The 
men have been trained thoroughly 
in the use of gas masks and the 
necessity of putting them on before 
going into the trenches. They do not 
find it inconvenient to work and 
fight “like divers,” they say. 

A few men have been gassed 
slightly while adjusting their hel- 
mets, but this is inevitable when gas 
shells are thrown a long distance 
behind the lines. 

Officers Slightly Gassed. 

A Brigadier-General and a Major 
who were riding in an automobile 
on a tour of inspection a few days 
ago, were gassed slightly when a 
shell burst within a hundred yards 
of their car. They suffered from 
headache and slight nausea, but 
otherwise there were no ill effects. 

An American  Brigadier-General 
said today he had asked for an 
American divisional citation for each 
member of the raiding y of 26 
of his men which assisted the French 


in the raid on Feb. 23, in which two - 


German officers and 21 men were 
captured. Two officers and two men 
of the raiding party already have 
been decorated by the French with 
the war cross. This is the first res 
quest for honors which has been 
made for Americans in this sector. ~

Among 
the German dead who have been 
buried were the Lieutenant and Cap- 
td#in leading the attack. The latter 
‘was taken from the American wire 
entanglements. On his body was 
found a compiete plan of the Ameri- 
can position. 

. Gas shells were dropped into one 
town back of the American line early 
this morning, but only a few cases of 
gas poisoning have developed so far.

: Tttap of the American positions indi- 


eaéting every dugout, which was re- 
moved from the body of a Prussian 
‘Captain, shows how completely the 
Germans prepare their raids. 

The map goes into such detail as 
to show every machine gun emplace- 
ment, every trench and every de- 
Pkession in the ground within the 
American lines. At the bottom there 
js a line drawn, labeled ‘‘our front 
line.”’ Along this line are five 
shiaded portions, each marked “nest.” 

Four rehearsals were held for the 
attack and the troops who made it 
‘were specially picked from new ar- 
Tivals of fresh troops in the sector. 
They were told that the Americans 
were in front of them. 

After the artillery had nearly lev- 
eled the American positions, the 
‘Germans started out from their 
nests, each of which contained 40 in- 
fantrymen, one Lieutenant and three 
pioneers to precede the infantry and 
five to follow it. The two groups 
upon the American extreme right 
went around this flank and the group 
upon the extreme left carried out a 
similar movement there. 

The two groups in the center had 
planned to attack directly but the 
American defense changed all the 
plans. When they were met by the 
Aeavy machine gunfire from the 
American lines they saw it would be 
impossible to gain a footing there, 
changed their direction and followed 
the other groups around the flank. 
The duty of the pioneers preceding 
the infantry was to clean up any 
wire that had not been broken by the 
‘artillery, while the pioneers who fol- 
lowed carried large quantities of ex- 
plosives for the purpose of cleaning 
up the dugouts.

As the raiders rushed in, the 
Americans, though outnumbered 
two to one, fought with rifles, re- 
volvers and bayonets. In the haze of 
the early morning and in the blind- 
ing snowstorm which was raging, it 
was impossible to see more than @ 
few feet. During these few desper- 
ate minutes it was a fight for each 
man individually. The familiar 
trenches and observation 
which had been there half an hour 
earlier before the barrage started 
were now obliterated, leaving only 
shell-torn ground. 

Just a week ago I went through 
the same trenches which were neatly 
revetted with twigs. This morning 
the work of months was swept away 


shattered iogs and shell craters. It 
was impossible for any man to give 
orders and impossible tv receive 
them. It was a fight by individual 
Americans and it showed the stuff 
that was in them. 

The raiders were armed with high 
explosive bombs for blowing up the 
dugouts, incendiary bombs to fige 
them and also with grenades on long 
| wooden handles. The ground today 
is strewn with these weapons, dis- 
carded in the flight. 

Men Probably Captured. 

American officers think that pris- 
oners reported by Berlin as taken 
in this raid may have been taken in 
the two listening posts beyond the 
barbed wire. 

Some gas shelis were thrown over 
in the expectation of frightening our 
men into putting on their gas masks 
so they would be unable to see dis- 
tinctly. They also thought the Amer- 
icans would be terrorized as the re- 
sult of the previous gas attack. 

Not a single American gun was put 
out ef action by the bombardment. 
While some of the German bDat- 
teries directed their efforts toward 
the trenches others tried to silence 

ur batteries by raining shells on the 

emplacements. It was while direct- 
ing the fire of his battery that an 
artillery Captain was killed. Sev- 
eral of the guns were struck and 
one showed a groove down the entire 
length of the barrel today. 

The Germans had been preparing 
for the raid for séveral weeks. They 
had brought up heavy artillery with 
caterpillar tractors which they con- 
cealed and did not use until this 
morning. Those of the heaviest cali- 
ber were used in shelling the towns 
back of the lines. There were several 
casualties before their fire was si- 
lenced by our batteries. 

The point on the American front 
picked for the raid was believéd to 
be particularly vulnerable becausé 
here the trenches made a right an- 
gied turn. The barrage cut off this 
point and the raiders according to 
the prisoners fully expected to kill 
of capture all the Americans there. 
The desperate fight put up by the 
Americans was a complete surprise 
to them. 

Shock Troops Used. 

Prisoners interrogated by our of- 
ficers said that volunteers had been 
called for and it had been told them 
that raiding the Americans would be 
an easy task. However, ‘“‘stosstru- 
pen’ or shock troops reserved for 
desperate charges made up the ma- 
jority of the raiders. The prisoners

| Contract Was They Should Have 
All His Inventions for 3 Years 
After He Left Company. 


In a decision handed down today 


Temco Manufacturing Co. 


Kegister Co. and its president, Wil- 
liam L. Sullivan of Ferguson, in- 
volving the patent on an electrical 
ticket-vending machine, it is held 
that a contract by which a man 
mortgages his mind is not uncon- 
scionable or unreasonable and is 
enforceable. 

The defendants were ordered to 
assign to the plaintiff the patent 
which grew out of such a contract 
and the question of the defendants’ 
profits end the damages to the plain- 
tiff was referred to former Judge 
Rhodes E. Cave as referee. 

Terms of the Contract. 

The contract involved was between 
Sullivan and the Temco company. It 
bound Sullivan to work for the com- 
pany as draftsman for $25 a week 
and give the company title to any 
invention or improvement he might 
devise during his period of employ- 
ment or for three years thereafter. 
Sullivan gots the invention of 
the ticket vending machine within 
three years after leaving the employ 
of the Temco company and organ- 
ized the National company to manu- 
facture it. The Temco company sued 
for title to the patent and $50,000 
damages. 

Attorney Paul Bakewell, repre- 
senting the defendants, contended 
that the contract was unconscionable 
because it constituted a mortgage on 
Sullivan’s brain. Attorney Hugh K. 
Wagener, for the plaintiff, contended 
that, on the contrary, the upholding 
of the contract would make a market 
for the products of inventors’ brains 
by assuring their financial backers 
that their contracts would be upheld. 
The decision is in line with Wagner's 
contention. 

In his opinion, Judge Jones, after 
disposing of other contentions of the 
defendants, said that, to his mind, 
the only debatable point was whether 


the contract was conscidnable, espe- 
cially when applied to inventions 


pany’s employ, of the idea which 


owed its suggestion and origin and | 


cevelopment to the opportunities af- 
forded by the company that em- 
ployed him. 

Applying this consideration to this 
case the Judge said: 

“While I am not convinced that 
the defendant, Sullivan, actually 
conceived the invention involved in 
this case while employed with the 
plaintiff, yet I am 
the evidence and all 
stances that the general idea and 
plan of the-invention had occurred 
to him prior to the termination of 
his employment, and that the actual 
invention resulted directly from the 
opportunities afforded by his*em- 
ployment with the plaintiff.” , 

Inventor to Be Reimbursed. 

While the decision is in favor of 
the plaintiff, it is on condition that 
the Temco company reimburse the 
inventor for all his outlays in the 
matter of perfecting later inventions 
and procuring a patent and a rea- 
sonable per diem, measured by what 
his services would command in other 
fields, for the time devoted by him 
to the mechanical habiliment of the 
idea involved in the invention. 

The original machine was the in- 
vention of Albert J. Meier, president 
of the Temco company. It was op- 
erated with a foot pedal. Sullivan’s 
machine, which represented an im- 
provement on the Meier machine, 
was operated electrically. The Temco 
company alleged in its petition that 
it was virtually put out of business 
when the Sullivan machine was put 
on the market.

The 
case was tried before the County 
Judge, and he granted a stay of pro- 
ceedings pending the appeal.

Of course, that being true, it was 
the duty of the Judge to suspend 
sentence or to order a new trial. 


What the Evidence Shows. 

“The evidence fails to show that 
any intoxicating liquors were sold or 
given away to be drunk as a bever- 
age. The witnesses do not mention 
the word ‘beverage’ or any simi- 
lar word. 

“As the testimony shows, defend- 
ant was a widower of 63 years. He 
was a regular drayman. He lived 
in a small house with three small 
children and a ‘housekeeper. The 
star witness had been rooming in 
the house of the defendant, and the 
housekeeper fired him because of 
his misconduct. Then instead of 
paying his room rent and wash bill, 
he went and made the complaint. 
Hie testified that during’ three 
months he had roomed in the house 
and that about once 


a week he had bought and drank 
some beer. The testimony does 
fairly show an occasional drinking 


of beer in the house of defendant, 
but there is nothing to show that the 
Louse was a resort for beer drinking 
or that it was in any way a disor- 
derly house, Or a common nuisance. 
Defendant swore to his innocence.

Dividing line of Cruelty. 

“It is right to forbid the sale of 
drinks to Indians, minors, to some 
persons of Celtic blood, and to any 
person who does not know enough to 
care for himself and his family; but 
to forbid a taste of wine, beer, ale 
or Dublin stout to an Anglo-Saxon 
or a Teuton, why, that is cruelty. 
And cruelty, thou art a wickedness. 
‘The majority opinion says it is 
virtually conceded that if the testi- 
mony as stated be true, it is suffi- 
cient to establish the crime alleged. 


That is a grave mistake. There is no 
such foolish and false concession, and 
if there were it would in no way 
justify the Court in sustaining the 
conviction. The testimony wholly 


fails to show that the defendant kept 
house or a common 
nuisance or a house in anv way given 
to the sale or drinking of intoxi- 
cating liquors, or that he did an 
injury to any person. Under the rul- 
ings of the Court, were Christ to 
come to this State and to keep a 
house and to repeat the miracle of 
the marriage feast, he might be con- 
victed and sentenced to the State's 
prison.

MEATLESS MEAL AND PORKLESS 
SATURDAY ORDERS SUSPENDED 


Need for Greater Saving in Wheat 
Results in Lifting of Meat Re- 
strictions Except as to Tuesday. 


WASHINGTON, March 4 (By A. 
P.).—Temporary suspension of the 


meatless meal and of the special re- 
strictions against the use of pork on 
Saturday, is announced by the food 
administration. Increased meat pro- 
duction and the necessity for still 
greater saving in wheat, it was de- 
clared, made the change advisable. 
The suspension is made effective for 
an indefinite period, and it probably 
will last for three mohths or longer. 

Since all restrictions on consump- 
tion of mutton and lamb had been 
lifted previously, the food adminis- 
tration now asks the public for the 
time being to deny itself in meats 
only of beef and pork on one day 2 
week—Tuesday.

we are to meet our export necessi- 
ties.”’

No matter how amiably they may be worded, 
speeches like these of Charles E. Hughes and 
James M. Beck in New York City are plainly 
enough in criticism of the President’s replies to 
the Pope, the German Chancellor ahd the Austro- 
Hungarian Foreign Minister. Mr. Hugtifts’ refer. 
ence to these addresses misinterpreting their 
meaning, is that there can be no negotiated peace 
but a German peace. Mr. Beck asked attention to 
the disintegrating force of phrase-making and was 
oppressed by the fear that a sacred cause may be 
converted into mere formulas and phrases. 


What Mr. Beck mistakenly describes as “‘pre- 
mature parleys for peace” and Mr. Hughes re- 
fers to as “thoughts of peace” have been in fact 
on both sides renewed declarations of war. Not 
one word spoken in Washington has interrupted 
for an instant the most gigantic preparations for 
conflict.

On the contrary, these addresses have inspired 
the nation in whose name they were delivered 
and they have stiffened the determination of the 
western allies,.as most of their leaders admit.

THE FOOD SCOUTS SQUAD. | 

New York public schools have started an ex- | 
periment which might well be copied in St. Louis 
and other large cities. Its results are expected to 
solve the problem of malnutrition among schoo! 


children. 

It was found that 216,000, or 21 per cent, of New | 
York’s army of school children were suffering 
from under-nourishment. No less than 611,000, 
61 per cent, were below the-normal standard of 
nutrition. Thousands of children went to school 
daily with no breakfast but coffee and bread. This 
under-nourishment is known to be a fertile source 
f.~ tuberculosis infection, and the infected child 
has poor chance to throw off the disease. 

The problem was not anly to find out what were 
the best materials for schoo] lunches, but to edu- 
cate parents who, through lack of knowledge or 
thoughtlessness, were sending children to school 
improperly fed. To this end, the Food Scouts 
Squad was created, consisting of a number of 
children who showed signs,of malnutrition, and 
feeding them daily with a wholesome meal, chosen 
scientifically. 

Of course it is a fine thing for the children. 
The members of the Food Scout Squad are ob- 
jects of envy. Not one of these members is a 
Slacker. Almost all of them had been fed on 
foods that were insufficient and lacking in suste- 
nance for growing youth. 

And how they ate and gained in weight and 
strength and color! As far as it has gone, the 
experiment has been abundantly justified. The 
country is taking notice, and the mothers are 
learning. Many of them are substituting cocoa, 
milk and oatmeal mush for the coffee and bread 
as a breakfast diet. 

There is still the problem of the family without 
the means to provide the hearty breakfast that 
most children need. But the Food Scout experi- | 
ment, with the scientifically balanced, well-pre- | 
pared school lunch, are steps in the right direc- | 


tion. Let the Food Scouts go on eating valiantly 
and heartily. They are helping to meet a nationa! 
emergency.

Prepare the Home 
Garden Soil by 
Breaking Up ~

Garden Series. 


HE home gardener in the city, 
unlike the gardener of the 
farm, has not a variety of 

land for cultivation. He is restricted 
to the limits of his back yard or 
lawn, and therefore must solve his 
individual problems of preparing the 
soil for garden’ production. No mat- 
ter how bad the soil in the yard may 
be, it must be used. 

More ingenuity, therefore, is often 
necessary to supply the proper con- 
ditiens ‘in the city garden, but the 
task is simplified by the fact that 
the same principles apply in the town 
as in the country, and that only one 


the back-yard food plot. 

Stable manure, always valuable in 
the preparation of garden soil, often 
is hard to get and this year every ef- 
fort should be made to lessen the 
extraordinary demand for commer- 
cial fertilizers. Substitutes for ma- 
nure, however, are easily available 
to the home gardener. He should 
save every bit of vegetable refuse, 
lawn-clippings, shrubbery trimmings, 
fallen leaves, kitchen waste, etc., and 
make a compost heap. _A dirt cov- 
ering will keep this material from 
blowing away and will prevent ob- 
jectionable odors. . 

In the sffring this decaying humus- 
forming material should be mixed 
deeply into the soil witha digging 
fork. Heavy clay soils are made 
more porous if sifted coal ashes are 
thoroughly mixed with them, but 
there is no plant food or hymous in 
the ashes. Limé makes clay soils 
more granular and less lumpy. After

Thus it is evident that manure, by 
“body” in 
interspaces, and 
clay soils less body by making them 
“more porous, greatly improves the 
condition of both for the fine roots 
of garden plants. Decayed vegeta- 
ble niatter of any kind works on all 
soils in just the same way aS m?2- 
nure, so far as the effects described 
are concerned, but the manure con- 
tains much more plant food. Even 
the loams and sandy loams, those 
best for gardening, cannot be kent 
in good physical.condition without 
manure or vegetation plowed down. 

Commercial fertilizers can never 
serve as a successful substitute for 
this preliminary treatment, but they 
are a supplement to it, and when or- 
ganic matter in the form of manure 
‘or vegetation, and also lime if nec- 
‘'essary, has been added, the soil is 
in condition to make the best use of 
commercial fertilizers if they are 
needed. The use of fertilizers and 
manures was discussed in article X 
in this series. 

The kind of preparation that must 
be given to the home garden and 
the amount of work that will be 
required will depend largely on the 
condition of the plot and its previous 
use. If the-garden ground has been 
made hard by much tramping, as is 
often the case in back yards, con- 
siderable labor will be needed to get 
it into proper condition. 


IEN plowing with a team can 
W be practiced, that is the best 
method for giving the initial 
breaking. In cases where the ground 
is not to be planted at once and 
hard freezing is likely to occur af- 
ter spading, it may be advisable to 
leave the ground rough, preparing 
‘it for planting as needed. The freez- 
ing tends to break up the clods and 
make the soil lighter and it also 
destroys insects. Ground left in the 
rough will dry out more quickly 
than smoothed soil. If the plot can 
not be plowed, the gardener must 
resort to the use of a garden fork 
or spade or, in the case of very hard 
spots, a mattock. It is not sufficient 
that the surface be made fine. The 
soil should be well pulverized to the 
depth of the spade or fork. Then 
if the supply of organic matter has 
been provided as suggested, and the 
liming taken care of, the seil can be 
kept in good condition during the 
summer. 
After 


this portion of the work is 
done the fining of the soil, planting, 
and cultivation are not ardous. In 
case one is not equal to such exer- 
cise it may be well to employ some 
one to break the ground, whether 
this be done with plow, spade, or 
fork, for at all events it must be 
thoroughly done.

Why Horses Sleep Standing Up, 
ORSES seldom lie down to 
sleep.
